Whatever the intent of those responsible, the assassination of any president has 
the effect of a coup d'etat . It nullifies our entire system. It is, I believe, the most 
subversive crime in a society like ours. 1’his, I believe, requires the greatest effort 
by writers to be certain they do not deceive or mislead the people in any way; and that

they bend every effort not to protect from justified criticism those miq^eants with of- 



ficial responsibilities who in that time of great cris? and since then failed their res- 
ponsibilities, themselves and their nation. 

The little-perceived thrust of my work is a study of how in that’ time of such great 
crisis and ever since tSwf all our basic institutions failed and continue to fail. 

In a srfoiety like ours in particular; the major media is one of our basic institu- 
tions. Major book publishers are part of this major media. They have the means of in- 
volving other major components of the other major-media elements^ and Random House did 
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misuse toe mean; to perpetrate an even greater fraud upon the people than was pos- 
elble for it from the publication of the book alone. Many .ore people had their under- 
standing corru^d by the attention to this bad hook through^ 1 TV ^ radio, newspapers and 
magazines, than ,.o possible fro., the book alone. It is not often that any book, revives 
snob extraordinary attention from all the media. It i= not very often that by these 
means any book, any author, any publisher, ban roach so many people and so many minds, 
inluence understanding on any maioJlTissue as much, and kith such permeating dishonesty. 

Much as X r.gr<g that once again all these essential institutions of our scoiety 
failed us all -SSSiea^I must also acknowledge that in this to me disgusting eommer- 
cialization and exploitation Posner and Hand* House, which also abdicated its responp 
sibilities in avoiding and legitimate pesr review, the tradiL in non-fieticn pub- 
lishing, have given on opportunity as unwelcome as it is unaqualed in documenting 
the tragically unending failures of all these institutions on a level never before 

reached. 

That is why, at 80 and in impair ed^SSThealth, I have written this book and 
that is what I prove in this book. 

It is"f?nly by exposure of failings that toe is any hope at all that they 
can he ended. In this sense, and it is the correct sense, all legitimate criticism 
is constructive and is essential tc the preservation of freedom and to honesty in 
the government that, for good or ill, is the teacher of us all.'
